ALL else being equal, the more 
sew experiences a child (or any­ 
body else) has, provided he is not 
•pact or harmed physically, emo­ 
tionally, the richer his education, 
Even babies and toddlers aho 
ara pampered and overstimulated 
nay develop faster intellectually 
than lf they had been treated 
more nearly as we ‘experts'* 
would advise. But these children 
abo learn some things and have 
tome experiences which hamper 
their emotional growth and de­ 
velopment as happy, likable, use­ 
ful persons. 
In normal times many families 
move to different areas of a city 
or county or to different parts of 
tin nation. Among such families 
art those in which the father’s 
special type of work requires fre- 
fuent moving of his family. Ob­ 
viously. our defense program is 
going to increase such moving by 
families. 
New Adjustments 
In these families the children 
anay gain greatly in breadth of 
knowledge and experience lf they 
can make the new adjustment* 
without too great loss emotion­ 
ally, socially, morally and spiritu­ 
ally. Whereas the oft-moving 
Mild Of school age can't help but 
gala considerable general knowl­ 
edge, he may Le greatly handi­ 
capped in school learning. The 
school books, curriculum and 


As I pointed out in this column 
some while ago, many of these 
children, even if they are pretty 
bright, may fall to acquire good 
learning habits and useful soda! 
conformities. Besides, they, a* 
well as preschool children, may 
have hard problems of adap ta­ 
tion to new playmates In the 
home neighborhood. Yet, lf the 
adaptations are fairly successful, 
these oft-moving children could 
gain tremendously. Ifs on the 
social and emotional side where 
they most often suffer losses. 
They certainly need to have sym­ 
pathetic, understanding parents. 
Frequent Moving 
A mother writes of her boy, six: 
‘ My husband's work necessitates 
our moving frequently from one 
state to another, a fact which 
has given me no concern until 
now. However, a week ago our 
boy started school, and now we 
find we must move. 
“How can I help him through 
the difficult period of readjust­ 
ment? There was no problem 
here because, with Bunday School 
and my club associates, he knew 
a number of the children in hie 
class and, of course, we had vis­ 
ited the school."
